Vital  Statistics 


The  figures  vary  little  from  the  previous  years  they 
indicate  a  community  whose  health  standards  are  veil  up  to 
present  day  norms. 

Infectious  Pis ea.se s 


A  variety  of  infectious  diseases  invaded  the  town  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year;  chicken-pox  end  mumps  in  particular. 
More  troublesome  might  have  been  a  german  measles  (rubella)  ' 
outbreak  which  caused  me  some  concern  in  view  of  the  risk  of 
this  apparently  mild  condition  to  expectant  mothers  at  the 
beginning  of  their  pregnancy.  There  are  a  number  of  children 
in  the  area  sever  ly  handicapped  as  a  result  of  this  ante -natal 
exposure  and  an  effort  was  ma.de  1 0  try  and  ensure  that  women, 
in  the  first  four  months  of  pregnancy,  who  were  in  contact 
with  rubella,  went  to  their  private  doctors.  The  publicity 
given  was  much  wider  than  anticipated  but  it  seems  that  many 
women  did  arc  opt  advice  and  were  given  appropriate  preventive 
treatment  by  their  doctors.  A  follow  up  study  has  been 
arranged  so  that  any  who  missed  this  treatment,  and  who  gave 
birth  to  babies  "at  risk"  are  screened  for  defects  and  offered 
appropriate  help  early. 

The  cases  of  salmonella  (food  poisoning)  infections  were 
contracted  outside  Newport  Pagnell  and  no  further  spread 
occurred. 
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Health  Education 

The  main  theme  for  Health  Education  during  1966  was  u Safety 
in  the  Home 11 ,  which  included  poison  hazards  and  home  accidents, 

A  special  effort  was  also  made  to  encourage  school  children 
(and  their  parents)  on  the  value  of  "Foot  Health”.  A  most 
encouraging  report  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  show¬ 
ing  survey  data  indicating  that  the  amount  of  smoking  among 
adolescents  was  falling  and  that  there  had  been  a  substantial  drop 
in  the  proportion  of  cigarette  smokers  in  men  and  women  in  recent 
years.  It  will,  of  course,  take  some  time  for  this  to  be 
reflected  in  any  fall  in  lung  cancer  deaths  or  heart  and  bronchitis 
morbidity,  but  one  can  feel  that  the  effort  put  into  anti-smokirg 
propaganda,  is  not  entirely  submerged  by  the  advertising  agents 
appeals  to  n carry  on  smoking” •

During  the  yean  the  Council  decided  to  split  the  present 
) 0  combined  Public  Health  and.  Surveyor’s  Department,  This  was,  of 
course,  a  wise  decision  in  view  of  the  increased  legislation 
resulting  in  many  more  duties  being  placed  on  each  section.  It 
was  already  becoming  apparent  that  the  work  load  on  the  Surveyor/ 
Public  Health  Inspector  had  reached  the  stage  where  additional 
staff  was  necessary,  Vhen  each  department  has  its  own  officer 
some  of  the  routine  work  on  the  Health  side,  that  has  of  necessity 
had  to  be  cut  out,  can  be  tackled  and  a  more  vigorous  programme 
will  be  followed.

An  approach  was  made  to  the  County  Council  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Section  21  Health  Centre  to  serve  Newport 
Pagnell  and  the  immediate  surrounding  countryside.  The  aim 
was  agreed  in  principle,  hut  a  Committee  was  appointed 
consisting  of  general  practitioners1  representatives  and  local 
Health  Authority  Officers  to  examine  the  future  medical  service 
needs  for  Buckinghamshire  as  a  whole.  A  policy  will  he 
formulated  to  establish  priorities  and  I  am  hoping  that  the 
Newport  Health  Centre  will  be  high  on  this  list.
